R egrettably, some of the

sale counterfeit vodka, found to be injurious to 
health, at Cardiff and Vale Magistrates Court on 
Thursday, August 21. 

The joint investigation undertaken by the Vale 
Council’s Trading Standards and Environmental 
Health teams came after a complaint from a 
member of the public, who said that the vodka 
seemed “fake” and had a “strange taste.” 

A number of bottles of vodka falsely branded as 
Selekt were seized by Council officers and sent to 
the public analyst for testing. The product was 
found to contain isopropanol, which if ingested 
could lead to blindness. 

The investigation found that Mr Sultan had 
purchased the vodka from an individual selling out 
of the back of his van. The seller also provided a 
fake invoice for the vodka. 

The court heard that it was Mr Sultan's first 
offence of selling counterfeit goods. He was fined 
£130 for each offence, ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £20 and costs of £805.44. The total 
fine was £1,215.44. 

The Magistrates also granted an order for the 
forfeiture and destruction of the counterfeit vodka. 

Principal Trading Standards Officer Christina 
Roberts-Kinsey said: “This case clearly shows the 
importance of purchasing stock from reputable 
traders. 

“The consequences of selling counterfeit goods 
that are injurious to health are serious. In this case 
we are very lucky no one was seriously injured. ” 

The Leader of the Vale Council, Coun Neil 
Moore, added: “This is another example of the 
importance of the work undertaken by Trading 
Standards and Environmental Health in 
safeguarding the public.

He said there had been two car 
crash incidents on Buttrills Road in the 
past five years due to drivers speeding 
on the hill and losing control of the 
vehicle, so the road is being made a 20 
mph zone. 


He said: “I am pleased that these 
improvements are now being put in 
place on Buttrills Road so that parents 
and children will be able to cross 
safely on Buttrills Road in the new 
term, knowing that cars will be going 
slower than before. 

“I would like to thank Ysgol Sant 
Curig and their parents for the hard 
work in collecting data and writing 
their school safety plan, the Vale 
Council for pursuing the grant 
application, and the Welsh 
Government for providing the funding 
at the second time of asking.”

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Minor injuries 
unit going to 
close during 
next month’s 
Nato summit 
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CARDIFF and Vale University 
Health Board has confirmed a 
temporary five day closure of 
the Minor Injury Unit at Barry 
Hospital during the Nato 
summit. 

The short-term measure is being 
taken to help provide a triage and 
treatment service in Cardiff city centre 
to support police and ambulance 
services during the summit. 

It means the unit in Barry will be 
closed from Monday, September 1 
until Friday, September 5 and reopens 
on Monday, September 8. 

Alice Casey, the chief operating 
officer for Cardiff and Vale UHB, said: 
“The team has looked at a number of 
options to try and keep the MIU at 
Barry Hospital open over these few 
days but unfortunately it has not been 
possible. 

“The health board would like to 
apologise to anyone affected by these 
steps but would reassure them that the 
staff will be back in the unit on 
September 8.”

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PLIGHT OF ‘KAREN’ 
PEOPLE HIGHLIGHTED 
IN LLANTWIT MAJOR

The desperate 
plight of the 
‘Karen’ people of 
Burma is being 
highlighted at a 
coffee morning in 
Llantwit Major. 

It takes place on 
Wednesday, September 
3 at Tabernacle Church 
(10am) and is being 
organised by a local 
couple, Joe and Gwen 
Claase. 

Joe told The GEM: 
“We want people to 
know about Burma’s 
forgotten people. 

“Our daughter Sonya 
(44) lives and works in 
Thailand supporting the 
Karen people who have 
been displaced by the 
Burmese Army. 

“Thousands of Karen 
people face an uncertain 
future, living in squalid 
conditions with limited 
food, shelter and 
medical supplies. 

“Sonya is visiting us 
in Llantwit with our two 
grandchildren, Abigail 
and Matthew, and 
people will get a chance 
to meet her at the coffee 
morning and learn more 
about the challenges 
faced by ethnic minority 
groups in Burma.” 


Joe and Gwen’s son- 
in-law Tah Dah Moo 
(52) is still in Burma 
and involved in the 
ongoing peace 

negotiations as a 
member of the executive 
committee of the Karen 
state. 

Joe (74) is concerned 
that people in Britain 
have a poor 
understanding of the 
political situation in 
Burma involving the 
military and displaced 
ethnic groups. 

“The Burmese 

military tell displaced 
people (over the border) 
that they should return 
otherwise they will lose 
their citizenship, but 
people worry they will 
be enslaved. 

“Scandinavian 
countries have a good 
understanding of what is 
happening, but we don’t 
in Britain.” 

Joe said that in his 
opinion it is wrong to 
think that democracy 
campaigner and 

opposition leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi will 
provide a panacea for 
Burma’s ills because she 
also represents part of 
the elite. 

German and Chinese 
companies are leading 


the way in terms of trade 
with Burma, but Joe has 
doubts as to how 
positive big business is 
because the wealth 
doesn’t trickle down to 
poorer people. 

“The Burmese 

government is taking 
advantage of a cease¬ 
fire and using it as a 
smoke-screen to 

entrench their position 
in the ethnic states of 
Burma. 

“Sonya works with 
the displaced Karen 
people in the refugee 
camps near Mae Sot, 
Thailand, and has done 
so for eight years. We 
have been there and 
crossed the Friendship 
Bridge into Burma.” 

Joe is a former South 
African businessman, 
Gwen his wife is 
English, and the couple 
settled in Llantwit 
Major to be nearer 
another daughter Glynis 
and her children who 
live in Swansea. 

“We’ve lived in 
Llantwit for seven years 
and love it here,” he 
said.

in the Rhondda Cynon 
Taff and Merthyr Valley 
areas. 

Crossing the 

undulating moorland, 
the views stretched to 
Garth Hill, then 
tramping eastwards 
meant views over 
Bedlinog, Merthyr 
Tydfil, the central 
Beacons and the 
Carmarthen Fans, whilst 
turning south the A470 
and Aberfan came into 
view. 

The white stone 
arches marking the 
graves of some of those 
who perished, are a 
constant reminder of the 
terrible disaster that 
occurred on October 21, 
1966, when 116 
schoolchildren and 28 
adults died after a waste 
tip slid down the 
mountain. 

The remains of Forest 
Chapel lay undiscovered 
beneath a covering of 
thick ferns, but several 
cairns were discovered 
before lunch. 

Ansteep lane led 
downhill to Treharris, 
where they re-crossed 
the river following it 
back to their start point 
in Trelewis. 

Roath race! 
THE last of the 
summer evening walks 
was centred on parks 
in the Roath area when 
Val Hartrey led her 


small group through 
Waterloo Gardens, a 
park which is adjacent 
to Roath Mill Gardens 
and which opened to 
the public prior to the 
Great War. 

They crossed to Roath 
Recreation Ground, 
where the walk became 
a race against the 
council officers who 
lock the gates at dusk. 

Reaching the better 
known and larger Roath 
Park, which covers 130- 
acres of land and was 
designed and laid out 
from 1889 by William 
Harpur and WW 
Pettigrew and opened to 
the public five years 
later, they strolled 
through the extensive 
rose garden reaching the 
promenade and circuited 
the lake where the 
wildfowl were preparing 
for sleep. Following 
Lake Road West, the 
walk completed a figure 
of eight as they returned 
to their start point at St 
Margaret’s Church.

TWO men who

Bridgend Road, Maesteg, 
a cousin of the victim, 
and Andrew Howells 
(25) of Wern Deg, 
Pencoed, who carried out 
the actual attack, each 
admitted a charge of 
wounding. 

Howells also admitted 
possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

He was jailed for a 
total of three years, and 
Booth was jailed for a 
total of two years, four 
months. 

Said the Judge: “This 
case involved a set-up. 
Booth met Mr Bangford 
in a pub and drove him to 
a disused quarry at St 
Mary Hill in the belief 
that he was going to a 
club in Swansea. 
Howells lay in wait, and 
attacked him. 

“This case slides past 
the custody threshold. It 
was a planned attack on a 
man taken unawares.” 

Prosecutor Ieuan 
Morris said that the three 
men knew each other. 
Some months before, a 
girlfriend of Howells had 
been communicating by 
mobile phone with 
Bangford. 

Howells became 
aware of this and on a 
wet, dark night, 
Bangford was attacked 


from behind after Booth 
drove him to the quarry. 

Howells shouted at 
him: “You go anywhere 
near my missus again, 
and I’ll kill you.” 

The pair left the 
injured Mr Bangford 
alone at the spot. He was 
later given a lift to the 
nearby Chatterton Arms 
pub, from where he was 
taken to hospital. 

Both men were said to 
be in breach of 
suspended sentences for 
drugs offences. 

Meirion Davies, for 
Howells, said it was his 
first offence for violence 
and he accepted full 
responsibility for an 
offence which he clearly 
regretted. He was 
determined, he said, to 
put his life in order. 

James Evans, for 
Booth, said he was not 
aware when he took the 
victim to the scene that a 
weapon would be used 
and his offending fell 
into a different category. 
He came, he said, from a 
respectable family and 
clearly he had behaved 
foolishly. 

“He is worthy of a last 
chance,” said Mr Evans. 

Both men were 
ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £120.

POWER WALK 
BOOSTS TWO 
CHARITIES 


TEN employees from Aberthaw 
Power Station successfully 
completed a challenging walk 
up and down Pen-y-Fan in a 
relay race.

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Business breakfast celebrated 'coast, 
countryside and culture’ at Vale Show 


T HE Vale of Glamorgan is 
regarded as an attractive 
destination for visitors and 
tourists, especially in the summer 
months, but increasingly 
throughout the year.

There was a marginal 
decrease in the entries by 248 to 
a total of 12,660 this year. 

At A and A* grade pupils 
were 1.2 per cent higher than 
last year’s performance. Over 
on in five of GCSE exam entries 
results in an A* or A grade, 
while 70.9 per cent of all entries 
result in an A* to C grade. 

This is an increase of 3.9 per 
cent compared to last year. 


There has been an increase in 
A* to G grade passes, which 
were 98.8 per cent this year, an 
increase of 0.7%, compared to 
last year. 

In the Vale grade A and A* 
saw a percentage increase from 
22.7 in 2013 to 23.9 this year; 
and A* to C, an increase from 67 
per cent to 70.9 per cent.

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NATO road 
restrictions 

THE Vale Council is implementing 
temporary traffic restrictions to “tensure the 
free flow of traffic and to manage 
inappropriate parking” close to Cardiff 
Airport during the NATO summit in the 
Welsh capital.

Sarn man is praised 
for catching burglar 


A householder has 
been praised by a 
judge at Cardiff 
Crown Court for his 
courage in 

apprehending an 
intruder who broke 
into his home as he 
and his partner and 
four-year-old child 
were asleep, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

Nicky Diamond held 
44-year-old Mark Walker 
in a ‘bear hug’ until the 
police arrived and took 
him into custody, said 
prosecutor John Lloyd. 

Walker, of Bethania 
Street, Maesteg, admitted 
a charge of burglary and 
was jailed for 18 months. 

He also received an 
additional six weeks for 
the breach of a 
suspended sentence 
which had been imposed 
for shoplifting. 

Mr Lloyd said the 
family were asleep at 
their home in Heol 
Canola, Sarn, on the 
night of August 3, when 
they were awakened by 


the sound of their dog 
growling. 

They also heard what 
appeared to be voices. 

Mr Diamond and his 
partner, Michelle Broad, 
got up and went 
downstairs, where they 
spotted Walker. Mr 
Diamond immediately 
embraced him in a bear 
hug and Miss Broad 
called the police. 

Walker appeared to be 
either drunk or under the 
influence of drugs. 

Miss Broad said she 
believed that another 
person had been present. 

Since the incident, she 
has been unable to sleep 
and is nervous at night. 

At the time, her four- 
year-old son was asleep 
in another room but was 
unaware of what 
occurred. 

Walker was said to 
have convictions for 88 
offences involving 10 for 
theft and one for 
burglary. 

His counsel, Andrew 
Taylor, said: 

“His record is 
appalling. Sadly, his life 


has been dogged by 
addiction. Mercifully in 
this case, the child was 
not disturbed. 

“When he was 
detained, he didn’t resist 
and was caught red- 
handed.” 

Said Judge Stephen 


Hopkins QC: “This case 
is every householder’s 
nightmare. 

“The record of this 
defendant covers the 
whole gamut, from 
dishonesty to violence.” 

He paid tribute to Mr 
Diamond’s courage in 


holding onto Walker. 

“Burglary is not just 
an offence against 
property, it is an offence 
against the person.” 

Walker was ordered to 
pay a victim surcharge of 
£ 100 .

THIS weekend, 
August 30-31 sees the 
Barry Wartime 

Weekend take place at 
the Barry Tourist 
Railway, with 

something to see and 
do for all the family. 

Organised by the 
Barry at War group and 
Barry Tourist Railway to 
commemorate the 
Centenary of the 
outbreak of the Great 
War, this year’s event 
features a Great War 
living history 

encampment, and other 
wartime themed displays. 
The event will also 


feature a display of 
classic cars, motorbikes 
and even a chance to 
learn some first aid. 

For the first time there 
are even air displays by 
the Red Arrows and the 
Battle of Britain 
Memorial Flight, and the 
event is free to enter. 

Event co-organiser 
Ade Pitman explained: 
“This year’s Barry 
Wartime Weekend looks 
set to firmly establish 
Barry on the heritage 
tourism circuit, and 
provide an opportunity to 
showcase the new 
development on Barry 
Island promenade to 
visitors who would not 
normally have come to 
the town. 

“For many, the 
highlight of the event 
will be the display by the 
Red Arrows, in front of 
Barry Island. 

“The display is 
scheduled to take place at 
12.30pm on the Saturday, 
with the centrepoint of 
the display being 
Wartime Weekend and 
Barry’s wartime museum 
sponsor, John’s Cafe. 

“On the Sunday, at 
2.30pm our second flying 
display will take place, 
when a C47 Dakota will 


display along Barry 
Island, and over the 
Hood Road site. 

“The Dakota was the 
main aircraft used to drop 
paratroopers during the 
D-Day and ‘Market 
Garden’ airborne 

operations during the 
Second World War. 

“Due to the popularity 
of this year’s event, we 
have moved all of the 
displays and 

entertainment to the 
Hood Road Field, 
opposite Barry Premier 
Inn to make room for a 
craft fair at Barry Island 
Railway Station. The two 
sites are linked by a 
continuous vintage train 
service. 

“The Hood Road Field 
will be crammed with 
displays for all the 
family, whether they are 
into wartime history or 
not. 

“The Glamorgan 
Classic Car Club will be 
showing off some of their 
members lovingly 

restored classic vehicles, 
and the Military Vehicle 
Trust will be display 
wartime themed classic 
vehicles. 

“Petrolheads will also 
enjoy seeing the many 
gleaming motorcycles on 


display, brought along by 
the Royal British Legion 
Motorcycle Group. 

“We will have trade 
stands at the Hood Road 
site too, with more craft 
stalls, model aircraft 
displays, stands from 
Forces support 

organisations, and of 
course a fair for the 
kids.” 

Ade Pitman 

continued: “Thanks to 
our sponsors, the Vale 
Council, Barry Town 
Council, Newydd 

Housing, John’s Cafe, 
Cambrian Transport, and 
Spectrum Displays we 
have once again been 
able to make this a free 
community event. There 
will be a park and ride 
operating from the Hood 
Road Field to Barry 
Island throughout the 
weekend.” 

The event opens to the 
public at 10am until 5pm 
on Saturday, and 10am to 
4pm on Sunday.

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The Porthcawl 
RNLI prove to be 
fisherman’s friends 



JUST after 6am on 
Tuesday, August 
26, the Porthcawl 
volunteer RNLI 
lifeboat crew were 
called to reports of 
a person in 
difficulties in the 
water near the 
notorious Witches’ 
Point, 

Southerndown. 

Both lifeboats were 
launched immediately, 
and the larger Atlantic 
85 lifeboat reached the 
casualty first. 

Volunteer RNLI 
helmsman Ross 
Purchase, who was in 
charge of the lifeboat, 
said: “When we reached 
Witches’ Point, we 
could see a man on the 
rocks waving to us and 
pointing to the water. 
We followed his signals 
and crew member Chris 
Missen was the first to 
catch sight of the 
fisherman in the water. 

“When we saw him, 
he was struggling to 
keep afloat, and I made 
my way to him through 
big two to three metre 
waves. When I got as 
close as I could, 
volunteer crewman Carl 
Evans jumped into the 
water to hold him 
afloat, as he was not 
wearing any flotation 


device, and I was 
concerned that he would 
go under the water. 

“He was then assisted 
to the lifeboat by 
crewmen Lewis Evans 
and Chris Missen, who 
pulled him in to safety. 

I am sure that if we had 
not got to him when we 
did, the outcome could 
have been very 
different, as he had been 
in the water quite a time 
in just jeans and a t- 
shirt, and due to the 
large waves at Witches’ 


Point, there was no way 
he could have got out.” 

Deputy launching 
authority Aileen Jones 
said: “This was a 
fantastic rescue by our 
volunteer crew in such a 
dangerous area. The 
fisherman was very 
lucky to survive, as his 
friend who was with 
him called 999 on his 
mobile phone, and 
informed the coastguard 
that he was in the water. 

“This highlights the 
need to ensure that 
when fishing in such 
areas around the coast it 
is important that you do 
not go alone. Always 
go with someone, and 
inform family and 
friends of exactly where 
you are going and what 
time you expect to be 
home.” 

RNLI 
lifeboats 
race to 
rescue 

AT 5.48pm on 
Monday, August 


25, both Porthcawl 
RNLI lifeboats 

Rose of the Shires 
and Harold Arnold 
launched to reports 
of two people cut 
off by the tide at 
Dunraven Bay, 
Southerndown. 

First on scene were 
two RNLI lifeguards 
from Southerndown 
Beach. They made their 
way to the stranded 
people by rescue boards 
through large pounding 
waves, and when they 
reached them, they 
remained with them and 
reassured them that 
rescue was on its way. 

Next on scene were 
the RNLI lifeboats from 
Porthcawl. Volunteer 
RNLI helmsman Chris 
Missen said: “We could 
see that the RNLI 
Lifeguards were with 
the casualties, and they 
had informed us that 
there were no injuries. 

“My next concern 
was that we had to get 
them off the beach 
quickly as the tide was 
fast approaching. I 
contacted the 
Coastguard to inform 
them of my intention to 
land the lifeboat on the 
beach, but was informed 
that an RAF rescue 
helicopter was only four 
minutes away, so we 
stayed just off the beach 
while the helicopter 
winched the casualties 
to safety.” 

Ross Martin, deputy 
launching authority 
from Porthcawl RNLI 
said: “This was a 
perfect example of a 
successful multi agency 
rescue by the RNLI 
lifeboats, RNLI 
lifeguards, RAF rescue 
helicopter, police and 
coastguards. It is for 
these types of calls our 
volunteers train twice a 
week, 52 weeks a year. 

“Walkers should 
ensure that when 
walking along secluded 
beaches, they stay alert 
to the tide, and ensure 
they are able to walk off 
the beach safely before 
the tide comes in.”

Live a life of adventure

Double world record holder 
Maria Leijerstam from the Vale, 
founder of the Burn Series of 
multisport events and qualified 
personal trainer, inspires you with 
a weekly column on simple family 
sporting adventures in the 
beautiful countryside of south 
Wales. Maria will guide you on 
how and where in your area you 
can combine sport and fitness into 
family fun. 

OVER the Bank Holiday 
weekend, I headed off to 
Pembrokeshire to walk 
part of the Wales Coastal 
Path. I joined up with a 
friend of mine, Tori James 
(32) and her father, 
Richard James (64) who 
are on a mission to walk 
the entire Pembrokeshire 
coastal path as a father- 
daughter team. 

The path is 290 ki lometres 
long and Tori and Richard are 
planning to do this in 
approximately 20 stages 
throughout the year. Starting on 
the Carmarthenshire border and 
heading west, they have already 
completed five legs of this 
journey and the section I joined 
them for was from Stackpole 
Quay to the small village of 
Merion. 

We covered just over 18 
kilometres in four hours on the 
occasionally undulating terrain, 
but this journey was about far 
more than just the walking. 

This route also included some 
very important historic and 
beautiful sites. Firstly, we 
walked over the world-renowned 
Barafundle Bay, known for its 



pristine sands. The beach was 
once owned by the Cawdor 
family of Stackpole Court and 
was their private beach. 

Richard also pointed out the 
dilapidated deer wall running 
alongside the beach, which had 
formed part of a 400 acre deer 
park many years ago. 

As we walked, I was intrigued 
to find out why Tori and Richard 
had set themselves this challenge 
and they explained that it was a 
combination of fitness, 
exploration, setting an 
achievable goal and having 
father-daughter time. 

As we walked, 1 could tell 
they had a wonderful 
relationship. Richard showed a 
high level of fitness which 
probably has something to do 
with the fact that he keeps 
himself physically active as 
owner of Wood Park Off-Road 
4x4 driving centre in Clarbeston 
Road, Pembrokeshire. 

We stopped at St Govan’s 


Head, near Bosherston for our 
lunch to learn about the history 
surrounding the 14th century 
chapel that was inset into the 
cliff. 

There are many stories but one 
says that Govan was an Irish 
monk who travelled to Wales to 
seek out the friends and family of 
Saint David. He lived in a cave 
where the chapel now stands. 

It was only after I left that I 
learned that the cave was once a 
popular place for making wishes, 
so if you have a chance to visit it, 
make sure you make a wish! 

It was a very inspirational 
weekend for many reasons and 
once again the family bond was 
key. Set yourselves a family 
challenge this weekend and 
make sure you join me next week 
for more sport and adventure.

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When patriotic fervour 
ran high in August 1914 


CERI JOSEPH, of 

Porthcawl 
Museum, looks 
back at how World 
War One affected 
life in Porthcawl. 

T he August 
Bank Holiday 
weather of 
1914 reflected the 
political climate. 

Heavy rain was 
interspersed with periods 
of sunshine. Similarly, 
shadows of anxiety were 
offset with feelings of 
intoxicating patriotism. 

The editor of the 
Glamorgan Gazette, 
following Lord 
Kitchener’s call for 
100,000 to join the 
colours on August 11, 
was motivated to 
compare recruitment in 
Bridgend with that of 
surrounding districts. 

Within two weeks, the 
number asked for by 
Kitchener had been 
raised; which is not 
surprising as the Garw 
had raised 200, Ogmore 
200, and Bridgend, 
itself, 115. However, his 
enthusiasm to encourage 
men to enlist had led 
him into areas of 
ignorance. 

The editor remarked 
that, as Porthcawl had 
only managed a dozen 
recruits, it was hoped 


that the town would 
eventually ‘rise to the 
occasion.’ 

Within a week, he 
was to withdraw those 
remarks, as he had failed 
to understand that, as a 
garrison town, many 
men were already 
registered National 
Reservists and 
Territorials. 

Further, several men 
had travelled to the 
Central Recruiting 
Station in Cardiff to 
enlist. 

In fact, by August 5, 
in response to the 
proclamation for general 
mobilization, Porthcawl 
had witnessed the 
decampment and 
departure of three Army 
Battalions and six local 
Naval Reservists; 
including James Pearce, 
William Hodgson and 
David Ockwell, who 
were to perish when 
HMS Goliath was sunk 
in the Dardenelles, on 
May 13, 1915. 

On Thursday, August 
13, following the initial 
military mobilization of 
the previous week, a 
meeting was held at the 
National School, Lias 
Road, calling for local 
municipal volunteers. In 
response, 24 Special 
Constables, 120 Coast 
and Channel Watchers 
and numerous local 
reservists were sworn in, 



to protect mines, 
railways and to attend 
musketry drill, in the 
case of invasion. 

Patriotic Porthcawl’s 
response was prompt 
and committed. Ladies 
of the Red Cross and 
members of the National 
Reserve Ambulance 
Corps, both under 
canvas at the Rest 
Home, unanimously 
answered the call for 
voluntary service both at 
home and abroad. 

The local Boy Scouts 
offered their services to 
the Coast Defence 
Committee and set about 
collecting newspapers, 
weekly, in aid of the war 
effort. 

Patriotic fervour was, 
further, manifested at the 
Pavilion on numerous 
evenings, when the 
orchestra played the 
British, French and 


Russian national 
anthems. Such was the 
enthusiasm that the 
audience often insisted 
on frequent repetitions. 

Although TG Jones, 
the chairman of 
Porthcawl Town 
Council, stated that 
“local topics are but a 
reflection of national and 
international topics” not 
all residents were of the 
same mind. 

Local issues still 
prevailed in certain 
quarters. 

The cancellation of 
the steamer excursions 
by the White Funnel 
Line over the Bank 
Holiday; and the 
Government takeover of 
the railways, deeply 
affected the number of 
visitors to Porthcawl and 
hence the town’s 
economical livelihood. 

Quite a few 


businessmen were to 
continue to complain 
about this lack of profit 
throughout August; 
which in some ways 
confirmed the misguided 
belief that the British 
Army, and especially the 
Navy, would soon deal 
with the situation, and 
that it would ‘all be over 
by Christmas.’ 

Yet, by August 20, 
while the German Army 
was overrunning the city 
of Brussels, Porthcawl 
was returning to a 
semblance of normality. 
Despite local scares and 
rumours, delayed 
holiday makers had 
taken rooms and 
apartments, the steamer 
excursions and railways 
were running limited 
services and tradesmen 
believed that they would 
recover some of their 
lost revenue. 


These same 

tradesmen, though, along 
with notable 
businessmen and ladies 
of the town, were soon 
to form ‘The Porthcawl 
Relief Fund’ to provide 
aid for the families of 
local servicemen. 

News from the front 
soon began to reach the 
town. 

The first major battle 
of the war was The 
Battle of Mons, in 
which, Private Charles 
Neill Chambers, 1st 
Battalion, Dorsetsh ir e 
Regiment, of 5, Railway 
Terrace, Porthcawl had 
served, having landed in 
France with the BEF on 
August 16. 

According to records, 
Private Chambers was 
last seen on August 26, 
at the following Battle of 
Le Cateau, in which the 
BEF lost 7,812 men. 



Before joining the 
colours, Lance 
Corporal John 
McClaughlin, Black 
Watch, had been one 
of the 24 Special 
Constables who 
volunteered in August 
1914. L/Cpl 
McClaughlin was 
killed on January 21, 
1916 in Basra. 
Despite his mother Mrs 
Ann Chambers’ regular 
appeals to the authorities 
for news of her son, she 
was not to be officially 
informed of his death 
until June 1916. 

Yet, his official date 
of death was given as 
October 22,1914. 

This anomaly 
highlights the poor 
communication and 
prevailing chaos that 
was to continually 
impede military 
procedures and 
newspaper reporting

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Kooky ‘romantic comedy’ 
is an entertaining and 
refreshing experience! 


T HE fears 
that Daniel 
Radcliffe’s 
post-Harry Potter 
career would 
struggle were 
assuaged by a 
sterling turn in The 
Woman in Black. 

With several 
intriguing projects in 
the pipeline, Radcliffe’s 
latest comes from a 
similarly (left) field. 

In What If... he plays 
Wallace, a lovelorn soul 
who meets Chantry 
(Zoe Kazan) at a party, 
the pair immediately 
connecting. The only 
issue is that Chantry 
has a boyfriend, thus 
posing the question as 
to whether a man and a 
woman can truly be 
friends as the pair 
spend more and more 
time together... 

The term ‘romantic 
comedy’ seems a 
particularly reductive 
way to describe a new 
wave of comedies that 
look at the travails of 
the heart through a 
skewed lens. The 
wonderful (500) Days 
of Summer was 
technically a ‘romantic 
comedy’, but then so 
was, for example, the 


atrocious Katherine 
Heigl/Gerard Butler 
effort The Ugly Truth. 

Thankfully, What If 
cleaves far closer to the 
former than the latter, 
sharing ...Summer’s 
alternative look at love 
and its machinations, 
with a cast whose easy¬ 
going charm equates to 
some wonderful 
performances. 

At the head of this 
are Daniel Radcliffe 
and Zoe Kazan, with 
Radcliffe’s buzzing 
real-life personality 
dripping into his 
onscreen persona here. 

Burned by love, the 
character of Wallace fits 
Radcliffe’s mannerisms 
perfectly, and it’s no 
derogatory statement to 
make that should he 
want to, then he would 
have no difficulty 
picking up the mantle 
of a 21st century Hugh 
Grant. 

Likeable and fizzing 
with nervous energy 
and notions both noble 
and misguided, 
Radcliffe adds another 
deeply impressive 
performance to his CV. 

Zoe Kazan has 
previous in this new 
‘rom com’ sub-genre 
with the peppy Ruby

Sparks, and much like 
that film she offers a 
likeable turn. She’s a 
slightly unconventional 
lead but that only 
makes her a more 
interesting and 
intriguing proposition, 
and she shares a 
satisfying and touching 
chemistry with 
Radcliffe that you can’t 
help but falling for. 

They are ably 
supported by Adam 
Driver, who barely 
takes a step away from 


his character in TV 
show Girls, but whose 
turn is wondrously 
entertaining and 
watchable, while Rafe 
Spall, another British 
actor who is building 
up a resume of 
excellent work, 
manages to make the 
role of Chantry’s 
boyfriend more than 
just a simplistic 
roadblock in the way of 
her and Wallace. 

That his character 
isn’t just your simple 
bad boyfriend is down 
to the smart writing of 
Elan Mastai, who 
brings TJ Dawe and 
Michael Rinaldi’s play 
C Toothpaste and 
Cigarettes ) to vivid life 
on the big screen, 
granting the characters 
their own moments 
with all of the main 
characters feeling 
rounded and real. 

Michael Dowse’s 
direction is equally as 
impressive, using 
Mastai’s adaption to 
add extra dimension to 
proceedings, the film 
sharing a visual style 
with the likes of the 
aforementioned 
examples, all the more 
surprising given how 
his previous directorial 


forays were satisfying 
but lacking in 
personality. Here he 
uses animation and 
projection sparingly but 
wonderfully well 
throughout and the 
effect is cute and nicely 
judged. 

Despite its attempts 
to steer clear of genre 
convention, elements 
do slip in (even if they 
are gently subverted) 
and it doesn’t quite 
manage to maintain its 
zip and zest all the way 
to the end, the final 
third lacking the sparkle 
of what has gone 
before, but despite this, 
What If is still a hugely 
likeable, quirkily 
endearing effort. 

VERDICT: Part of 
the new brigade of the 
‘romantic comedy’ 
world, What If 
showcases lovely turns 
from the likes of Daniel 
Radcliffe and Zoe 
Kazan, and has enough 
kookiness to gloss over 
its third act weaknesses. 
Irrepressibly endearing, 
it’s a lovely piece of 
work. Enjoyable.

A S I sit here 
writing this 
month’s 

column, I realise it 
must be the Bank 
Holiday because it’s 
raining! 

So, as the summer 
comes to an end, this 
weekend again saw the 
very popular ‘cinema by 
the sea events’, when 
The Goonies and Mama 
Mia were shown on 
Barry Island. 

Although the summer 
seems to have retreated, 
it stayed mainly dry, 
with some rain on 
Sunday evening. I hope 
everyone enjoyed 
themselves at the two 
film showings. 

Regrettably, I was 
unable to get there, but 
if like me you didn’t get 
to Barry Island this 
weekend, there is still 
the last event of the 
Barry Island Weekenders 
calendar this Saturday, 
August 30. 

You can come and 
visit the ‘Barry Wartime 
Weekend’ - with a 
flypast from the Red 
Arrows (I assume 
weather dependent). This 
will bring to an end 
another very successful 
summer events calendar 
on the Island, organised 
by the Vale Council’s 
Events and Tourism 
team. 

I would like to take 
this opportunity of 
thanking everyone 
involved in putting this 
together and hopefully 
we can do it all again 
next year! 

I am also pleased to 


report that there has 
been some other very 
good news lately, with 
the council completing 
the contract with the 
developers of the 
Pumphouse on the 
Waterfront. 

I am extremely 
pleased this initiative is 
going ahead and it will 
transform the historic 
Hydraulic Pumphouse 
into a vibrant and 
exciting place to visit. 

I look forward to 
seeing the bars, 
restaurants and other 
activities come to 
fruition, just as we also 
see the second road to 
the Island taking shape. 

I hope that these 
projects will be a 
catalyst to get even more 
development on the 
Waterfront, from both 
the house builders and 
others interested in 
investing in the area. 

It’s also good news to 
hear that Asda has 
revised its plans for a 
major superstore on the 
Barry Waterfront as the 
new road to the site is 
being completed. 

Groundwork has 
begun for the superstore, 
which will form a 
crucial part of the 
development. The plans 
will improve the 
viability of the scheme, 
and they will be bigger, 
with an outdoor trading 
area. 

Another event during 
August is the important, 
if not nail-biting time, 
when our young people 
obtain their exam results 
for both A-Level and 
GCSE. 

I am delighted to 


confirm that once again 
the Vale of Glamorgan’s 
schools have produced 
outstanding results in 
both. 

The GCSE results 
show a notable 
improvement, which is 
testament to the hard 
work of pupils and staff. 

This year, pupils 
attaining A and A* 
grades are 1.2 per cent 
higher than last year, 
with more than one in 
five of GCSE exam 
entries resulting in an A* 
or A grade, whilst 70.9 
per cent of ah entries 
resulted in an A* to C 
grade, an increase of 3.9 
per cent compared to last 
year. 

There has been an 
increase in A* to G 
grade passes, which are 
98.8 per cent this year, 
an increase of 0.7 per 
cent compared to last 
year. 

At A-Level, 26.9 per 
cent of pupils gained A 
or A* grades, an 
increase of 1.2 per cent 
over last year; 98.2 per 
cent of entries were also 
awarded grade E or 
above - again an 


increase of 0.4 per cent 
on last year. 

In the case of AS 
level, there was a fall 
from last year’s figure of 
18.6 per cent to 14.3 per 
cent, with 57 per cent of 
pupils achieving grade C 
or above. 

These results are a 
credit to the pupils, 
teachers and other staff 
and confirm their 
commitment to 
achieving such 
successes, along with the 
support given to ah the 
pupils by their parents, 
families or carers. 

I would like to pass 
on my best wishes to all 
our students and wish 
them success in 
whatever area they may 
embark, be it study or 
work-related. 

Although August’s 
weather hasn’t been very 
good, with torrential 
downpours throughout 
the month, this year’s 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Agricultural Show was, 
yet again, a great 
success and my 
congratulations go to the 
organisers, who not only 
organised a bigger event, 


but also kept the rain at 
bay and even arranged 
for the sun to shine! 

How they managed it 
without the field being a 
quagmire was a miracle, 
but a great day was had 
by all. 

Again this year the 
Vale Council cabinet put 
on a ‘business breakfast’ 
at the show, where we 
invited local business 
people, partners from 
Welsh Government and 
the voluntary sector, and 
those involved in 
tourism, to discuss the 
Vale’s ‘Destination 
Management Plan’. 

We were lucky to 
have an excellent 
speaker who has been 
involved in tourism for 
many years including 
working previously for 
the Wales Tourist Board. 

There was 

considerable debate and 
comment and we will be 
co-ordinating these to 
help us develop and 
improve our tourism 
strategy for the county 
as a whole.

HEROIC RESCUE BID UNDER FIRE WON 
WALES’ FIRST VC OF THE GREAT WAR 


WHEN war was 
declared on 

Germany on August 
4,1914, Britain sent 
four infantry 

divisions and a 
cavalry division, 
perhaps 80,000 
men, to France. 

After landing in the 
Channel Ports and 
Rouen, they moved east 
towards the Belgian 
frontier to take their 
place on the left of the 
line of French armies 
reaching the industrial 
town of Mons on the 
22nd. 

They were facing the 
entire German First 
Army, more than double 
their strength, while the 
French Fifth Army on 
their right faced the 
German Second and 
Third armies around 
Charleroi. 

The British and 
French troops fought 
hard throughout the 22nd 
and 23rd, but were 
finally forced to retreat 
by the much stronger 
German forces. 

For the next two 
weeks, the Allies fell 
back, pursued by the 
Germans over dusty 
French roads in the full 
heat of summer. Men 
marched asleep, 

hallucinated from 
tiredness and fell by the 
wayside, because they 
had failed to wake up 
when their unit moved 
off. 

By early September, 
the German armies had 
reached the River Marne 
and were only a short 
distance from Paris. The 
situation was grave. 

Although the Allies 
had retreated, units had 
held together and order 
had been maintained - 
and it had been just as 
hard for the advancing 
Germans. They outran 


their supplies, their men 
were tired, horseshoes - 
vital for horse-drawn 
supply columns - wore 
out. 

Then an attack from 
Paris, helped by the 
famous taxi cabs, forced 
the German First Army 
to turn south-west. Now, 
from Paris to Verdun, the 
Allies turned and fought 
back, with the British 
moving into a gap which 
had opened between the 
German First and Second 
Armies. Frightened that 
the First Army would be 
cut off, the Germans fell 
back. 

The Allied advance 
continued until the 
Germans had crossed the 
River Aisne and taken up 
positions on the Chemin 
des Dames, the Ladies’ 
Road - so called because 
it had been built for the 
daughters of Louis XV to 
visit their former 
governess - which runs 
along a ridge a few miles 
north of the Aisne, with 
spurs extending 

southwards towards the 
river itself, and 
spectacular views. 

Rather hesitantly, and 
under German artillery 
fire, the British crossed 
the river using damaged 
bridges, lock gates and 
pontoon bridges and tried 
to force their way up the 
spurs to dislodge the 
Germans from the top of 
the ridge. 

One such attempt was 
made by the 2nd 
Battalion the Welch 
Regiment, who advanced 
through Bourg-et-Comin 
and up the slope, to take 
the village of Chivy itself 
on September 14,1914. 

As they approached 
the village, they came to 
a small crest. Captain 
Mark Haggard, the 
nephew of the writer Sir 
Rider Haggard, ordered 
his company to halt in 
cover and went forward

on his own to 
reconnoitre. 

He saw the Germans, 
ordered his men to fix 
bayonets, and led a 
charge over the crest into 
heavy machine gun and 
rifle fire. Captain 
Haggard himself led a 
group of men to capture a 
machine gun, but was hit 
several times just before 
reaching it. 

Badly wounded, 
unable to move and 
obviously in 

considerable pain, 
Captain Haggard kept 
encouraging his men by 
shouting: “Stick it, 

Welsh!”. 

At this point, Sergeant 
(then Lance Corporal) 
William Fuller, dashed 
over the crest and carried 
Captain Haggard back, 
all the time under enemy 
fire, about a hundred 
yards into cover and 
dressed his wounds. 

Captain Haggard was 
still conscious at the time 
and realised he had 
dropped his rifle when he 
had been hit. He asked 
Fuller to go back and get 
it. Fuller made another 
dash through the fire and 
brought the rifle back. 

For these very gallant 
acts William Fuller was 
awarded Wales’ first 
Victoria Cross of the 



Speaker’s vivid 
account of the battle 
for Mametz Wood 


IN keeping with the many 
events around the UK and 
elsewhere in recent weeks 
marking the centenary of the 
outbreak of the First World War, 
Pontfaen Probus Club’s August 
meeting in Cowbridge was 
addressed by Mr Gavin Davies, 
on ( The Battle of Mametz 
Wood’. 

Many readers will be aware that this 
battle, which took place between July 
7 - 12, 1916, was the single most 
significant action of the war 
undertaken by the 38th (Welsh) 
Division of the British Army. 

Readers may also recall Mr Davies ’ 
writings on related topics which have 
appeared in this newspaper. 

Probus members benefited greatly 
from Mr Davies’ detailed and vivid 


account of tragic events over the six 
days during which some 4,000 Welsh 
soldiers were killed or wounded. 

Heavy losses were sustained in the 
early days as the division encountered 
machine gun fire from the wood, while 
in open ground without smoke cover, 
but the wood was eventually taken 
after subsequent attacks using 
reinforcements, allowing progress 
towards other objectives. 

The club is formed of members 
coming from professional or business 
backgrounds, who are now semi or 
fully retired.

First World War. The 
citation read: ‘For 

conspicuous gallantry on 
14th September 1914 
near Chivy on the Aisne, 
by advancing about 100 
yards to pick up Captain 
Haggard, who was 
mortally wounded, and 
carrying him back to 
cover under very heavy 
rifle and machine gun 
fire.’ 

Regrettably, Fuller’s 
gallant action did not 
save Captain Haggard’s 
life. He is buried in 
Vendresse British 

Cemetery, not far from 
where he was killed. 

About six weeks later, 
Fuller himself was 
wounded near Ypres and 
so was back in Wales 
when his VC was 
gazetted on November 
23, 1914. It is said he 
was actually spending 
the evening at the 
opening of the Free 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Club at the Albert Hall in 
Swansea and was 
completely unaware of 
the impending award of 
the Victoria Cross. 
Understandably, he 
became the hero of the 
evening. 

There is a local 
connection. Colonel 
Alfred Donald 

Mackintosh, the 

Mackintosh of 

Mackintosh, lived at 
Cottrell Park near 
Bonvilston, where he had 
married the heiress to the 
estate. When he heard 
the story he paid to have 
the words ‘Stick it, 
Welsh’ set in gold letters 
round the clock in 
Maindy Barracks, 
Cardiff, the Welch 
Regiment’s depot. 

William Fuller 

survived the war and 
afterwards made a living 
selling fish from a cart 
around Swansea. In 


1938, he won another 
medal, this time the 
Royal Humane Society 
Medal for Lifesaving for 
rescuing two boys who 
had fallen into the sea. 

In the Second World 
War, he served as an air¬ 
raid warden. Sergeant 
William Fuller VC died 
on December 29, 1974 
and is buried in 
Oystermouth Cemetery. 

The German hold on 
the Chemin des Dames 
was never broken in 
1914. In 1917, it was the 
scene of a major French 
offensive which failed 
with heavy losses and 
triggered mutinies in the 
French Army. 

In 1918, there was a 
major German attack 
which broke the Allied 
line and destroyed some 


British divisions which 
were resting there after 
being involved in heavy 
fighting further north. 

Once more, the 
Germans got quite close 
to Paris before they were 
halted. If you are ever in 
the area, it is now a 
peaceful and beautiful 
part of France and well 
worth a visit. 

There is a poem about 
the ‘Ladies Road’ in both 
its aspects written by 
Crosbie Garstin after the 
1917 fighting. Garstin 
came back from Canada 
to fight in the British 
Army during the war and 
became a reasonably 
well-known writer in the 
1920s, before he died in a 
swimming accident in 
1930, in slightly 
mysterious 


circumstances. 

In silks and satins the 
ladies went 
Where the breezes 
sighed and the poplars 
bent, 

Taking the air of a 
Sunday morn 
Midst red of poppies and 
gold of corn - 
Flowery ladies in stiff 
brocades, 

With negro pages and 
serving maids, 

In scarlet coach, or in 
gilt sedan, 

With brooch and buckle 
and flounce and fan, 
Patch and powder and 
trailing scent, 
Under the trees the 
ladies went - 
Lovely ladies that 
gleamed and glowed, 
As they took the air on 


the Ladies’ Road. 
Boom of thunder and 
lightning flash - 
The torn earth rocks to 
the barrage crash; 
The bullets whine and 
the bullets sing 
From the mad machine- 
guns chattering; 
Black smoke rolling 
across the mud, 
Trenches plastered with 
flesh and blood - 
The blue ranks lock with 
the ranks of grey, 
Stab and stagger and 
sob and sway; 

The living cringe from 
the shrapnel bursts, 
The dying moan of their 
burning thirsts, 
Moan and die in the 
gulping slough - 
Where are the butterfly 
ladies now?

White following a pin¬ 
point pass from defender 
Matthew Philips. 
Llantwit scored late on 
through a penalty by 


Stuart Lindsay. 

Llanelli Town 
provided a much sterner 
test for the Vale side. 
Llanelli have title and 
promotion ambitions this 
season and the 
acquisitions they have 
made in the close season 
confirm this. 

Goalscoring chances 
however were few and 
far between, although 
the Llanelli keeper did 
make a miraculous save 
from Rhoose marksman 
Nicky Davison. 

The home side did go 
ahead on the half hour 
mark with an excellent 
20 yard snap-shot, off 
the near post from in¬ 
form Jacob Daley.

To 
many it is associated with 
someone who has achieved 
something special, something 
many can only dream of doing, 
by someone who has modesty 
and character and charisma - a 
role model, writes DAVID 
GRIFFITHS. 

Certainly Brian Jones, a local Llantwit 
farmer, husband, dad, former rugby 
player with Llantwit Major RFC, 
Bridgend RFC and Crawshays RFC, 
ticks all the boxes. 

When Brian was contacted about the 
presentation evening, he probably 
expected a turnout of a few close friends 
from the club but such is the respect that 
this man - gentleman - is held in Welsh 
rugby circles the attendance was of 
supper club proportions. 

There were not only friends and 
former Llantwit players and committee 
members, but also a strong contingent 
from Bridgend RFC, the club where 
Brian set an amazing record of 550 
appearances at a time when they were 
arguably one of the best sides in Wales, 
including the enigmatic JPR Williams 
among many Welsh internationals and 
Lions. 

Also delighted to attend were Dennis 
Gethin, WRU president and Mr ‘Silver 
Ball’, from Glamorgan County RFC, 
Howard Jones. 

More than a dozen former Bridgend 
players from the 60s and 70s made the 
effort with close friend Meredith James, 
a former front row colleague, arriving 
slightly late as his ‘sat nav’ had sent him 
on a tour of the Vale! 

MC for the night, Mark Griffin, 
opened proceedings by introducing the 
top table who had come to pay tribute to 
a special son of Llantwit Major. Of 
course JPR needed no introduction, 
Derek King, long serving Bridgend 
president, Dennis Gethin and LMRFC 
club chairman Rhodri Jones, were all 
eager to say a few words about Brian. 

Mark’s intro began: Brian Jones, bom 
January 10, 1940 to proud parents 
Dilwyn and Charlotte, a brother for Glyn 
and Hilary and he was brought up on a 
local dairy farm. 

Schooled in Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge Grammar, Brian showed 
early ability and captained the school 1st 
XV for an unbeaten season against the 
top schools in Wales. 

In 1957, he left Cowbridge school to 
become a full time farmer. As a 16-year- 
old, he turned out for Llantwit Major lsts 
having represented Cardiff and District 
youth. 

In the next few years, despite his 
tender age, he played more games for 
Llantwit Major lsts, mainly as back row 
or lock. Then, as a 20-year-old, Bridgend 
signed him to play against Porthcawl, to 


start a career with one of Wales’ top 
clubs that spanned 15 years and saw him 
make 550 appearances, an incredible 
record that was testament to his strength, 
fitness, toughness and training - 
augmented of course by his work as a 
farmer. 

In 1966, he married Diane and they 
were blessed with son Nick and daughter 
Clare. Mark said he once asked Brian 
how he felt about selling the herd a few 
years back. Brian, in his own inimitable 
way, responded - “well I don’ miss the 
early mornings but I do miss the cash!” 

Mark described Brian as an 
unassuming, humble guy, a great bloke 
who never forgot his roots. On supper 
club nights, former greats like Gareth 
Edwards and Phil Bennett among others, 
would make a point of singling out Brian 
Jones, saying what a tough opponent he 
was, someone you would definitely 
prefer to play alongside rather than 
against. To a man, everyone agreed he 
was the best uncapped prop of his time 
who, but for a minor indiscretion in front 
of the Welsh selectors, would surely have 
gained international honours. 

Mark concluded by saying Brian 
Jones, a true legend, a character, ‘hard as 
nails’ yet a nice bloke, a true favourite 
with everyone who knows him, 
respected not only by team mates but 
also opponents, he played in an era that 
everyone misses. Those present rose to 
drink a toast to Llantwit’s real legend, 
Brian Jones. 

Next up was Derek King, a man 
synonymous with Bridgend RFC, 
president for the past 23 years. Derek 
said Brian came to Bridgend after being 
watched by them and Cardiff when 
Bridgend played Llantwit in an early 
season friendly. 

He played second row and back row 
up until 1962. When Bridgend played 
Bath he was asked to step up to 
loosehead prop (some said he was too 
small for second row) and despite his 
youth and being up against English prop 
Peter Parfitt, he had a stormer and Brian 
immediately sensed this was the position 
he wanted to play, a hard position but one 
where you were always involved in the 
game. 

Brian held onto that position in a great 
Bridgend team during a period that saw 
them become Welsh champions four 
times and runners-up on a further six 
occasions in a front row alongside the 
likes of Boyo James, John Lloyd and 
Meredith James, and a back line full of 
pace and power and, of course, before 
and after his spells at London Welsh, the 
brilliant JPR was fullback. 

On January 31, 1973 Brian hit a 
milestone with his 500th appearance for 
Bridgend versus Swansea, one of several 
games that saw him captain the side. 

Derek said Brian never missed 
training or got injured. He told a few off 
the field stories that again were testament 
to the character of the bloke - great fun 


to be with. 

Bikes went missing in Cambridge - all 
eyes focused on Brian; Munster offered a 
hard man challenge - Brian won heads 
down or was it fists up? The London 
milk train obligingly stopped near 
Brian’s farm to let him descend; he must 
have been wearing platform shoes at the 
time - and in Gloucester, a hen party in a 
local Chinese benefited from Brian’s act 
of compassion. 

Derek finished by pointing out that it 
was absolutely ridiculous that Brian was 
never capped as a player; not only 
always remembered as being the best 
prop forward to serve Bridgend, but a 
player deserving to be compared to any 
other player in his position in world 
rugby at the time. 

JPR said that when he himself joined 
Bridgend, Brian was one of his heroes. 
He remembered well his first game away 
at Saracens when Brian had a stormer. 
He said Brian’s loyalty was unbelievable 
and echoed Derek King’s comments 
about training and being injury free. 

He went on to say that off the field, 
Brian was a perfect gentleman and 
someone who never forgot his roots. 

Dennis Gethin is indeed a wonderful 
speaker and it is sometimes hard to 
capture his humour in print, but his 
passion for rugby at all levels, especially 
grass roots, always shines through. 

Once again he said how delighted he 
was to visit Llantwit Major RFC - grass 
roots rugby at its best. He turned towards 
Brian, saying what an absolutely brilliant 
bloke he was, then remembered losing a 
push bike in Cambridge while a student 
at university which, of course brought 
howls of laughter. 

Dennis reflected on one of the 
occasions he had played against Brian 
when he almost had to make an attempt 
to tackle him. Thankfully being a full 
back in those days such occasions rarely 
arose. Dennis was certainly relieved to 
be out of harm’s way at No 15 rather than 
be in direct conflict with a prop forward 
who had a reputation for being an 
aggressive ball carrier and tackier. 

Dennis unveiled the framed photo of 
Brian which took centre stage on the 
platform, saying it was a great honour to 
do so. He praised Brian as a man who 
had done so much for Bridgend RFC, 
Llantwit Major RFC and Welsh rugby as 
a whole. 

Brian has always been one to avoid 
the limelight, but on this occasion had to 
stand to say a few words in response. 
Those that know him, know that he pays 
short shrift to those who blow their own 
trumpet or go on about who they played 
with or against. 

He calls a spade a spade and when he 
talks he speaks a lot of sense, direct in 
manner yet with a very interesting 
disposition. 

He thanked Robert Davies, Will 
Norman, John Davies, Mark Griffin and 
all those involved in the organisation of 


the evening. He also thanked the 
sponsors who are also close friends, and 
like Brian, prefer to stay in the 
background. Thanks, of course, went to 
those present who he was delighted to 
meet up with again. It was indeed great 
to see so many former Bridgend and 
Llantwit team mates and friends. Brian 
did not dwell on the past. Rather he 
spoke enthusiastically about the present 
LMRFC side whom he warmly 
congratulated on their appearance at the 
Millennium Stadium last season, 
bringing great honour to the club and the 
town. He finished by proposing a toast to 
Llantwit Major RFC. 

Club chairman Rhodri Jones closed 
official proceedings by again paying 
tribute to Brian, not only for his 
achievements with Bridgend, but also for 
his contribution to LMRFC over the 
years - always a popular and respected 
figure in the bar - especially on a 
Saturday in the season. 

Rhodri followed former speakers by 
echoing what a great guy, gentleman and 
neighbour Brian is and the turnout 
proved what a hero he is to many and 
how he is respected not only in rugby 
circles, but throughout the town and even 
further afield. 

A superb buffet followed provided by 
chef Justin Giosanu of Every Moment 
Catering, who has built a great reputation 
for providing excellent food, building up 
a good trade for evening bar meals and 
Sunday lunches at the clubhouse. 

The rest of the evening was spent 
exchanging pleasantries and stories, 
reminiscing over a pint or two, an 
evening to remember for years to come. 

One of the highlights of the evening 
was a stats cum history document created 
by club stalwart, committee man and 
former player, part time historian Will 
Norman. 

In precis form I will cover some of the 
details Will came up with. Will disclosed 
that in 1956-57 season, Brian Jones 
made his debut for LMRFC 1st XV at the 
ripe old age of 16, playing at the Rec on 
Saturday, September 1 versus Ebbw Vale 
Athletic in the back row alongside 
Gwilym Lewis and skipper Monty 
Williams. Marcus Pearce scored 
Llantwit’s points in a 3-3 draw. 

The following season, under the 
captaincy of Marcus Pearce, Brian 
played in the back row against Old 
Cantonians at home winning 15-0. His 
next game saw him moved up to the 
boilerhouse, partnering J Evans away to 
Penarth Athletic with N Lewis kicking 
the winning penalty in a tense encounter. 

Later in the season he featured at No 8 
against Aberavon Quins, Llantwit 
victorious by 9-3. In all, he played five 
games this season - not bad for a 17- 
year-old in a Llantwit side that was 
bordering on first class status. 

In 1958-59, Llantwit had talented 
threequarter Viv Griffiths at the helm. 
The first fixture, versus a strong 


Glamorgan Wanderers side, saw Brian 
shine again and he scored his first try for 
the seniors soon after as No 8 in a game 
Llantwit lost narrowly 6-5 at Pencoed. In 
all, Brian played 30 games for the lsts 
that season, 11 as second row, 19 in the 
back row. 

The year 1959-60 saw Llantwit 
officially recognised as a WRU club. 
Captained by the inspirational Gwilym 
Lewis, Brian’s first game was home to 
Tylorstown, partnering R Hoare in the 
second row, Llantwit winning 11-0. 

Brian played 32 games this season, 
mostly in the second row. As a sevens 
player, he excelled as Llantwit beat 
Cinderford to win a major trophy and 
then starring again in the Bridgend open 
sevens at the Brewery Field, losing 
narrowly to Cardiff Coll in the final with 
Brian scoring in the semi and the final 
itself. 

The 1960-61 season saw mighty 
Bridgend visit the Rec on Monday, 
September 12. Llantwit lost 29-0 after 
holding the visitors to 8-0 at the interval. 
A Bridgend newspaper praised Llantwit 
forwards Gwilym Lewis, Brian Jones 
and Neil Thomas. 

This game Brian was being watched 
by both Cardiff and Bridgend and the 
following week he played for Bridgend. 
Although Brian left Llantwit to play for 
Bridgend, arguably the best club in 
Wales at the time, he always received a 
warm welcome back in the Llantwit 
clubhouse and enjoyed the camaraderie 
of his former team mates and club 
members alike. 

Llantwit Major’s Brian Jones played 
550 games for Bridgend from 1960-75. 
When he finished playing top class 
rugby, he came back to his local side to 
help coach alongside another former 
player Neil Thomas, notching up a few 
more games in the process. 

Of course, during his Bridgend years, 
Brian would also turn out occasionally 
for Llantwit, on one occasion enjoying a 
bruising encounter against local rivals 
Cowbridge. 

Will went on to comment that Brian 
had an exceptional rugby career - first 
game for Llantwit at 16 playing back 
row, then second row. On moving to 
Bridgend, he went on to play 550 times 
for them covering every position in the 
pack. His athleticism was a fine asset and 
he showed this when playing Sevens. 

This Vale of Glamorgan, Plas Newydd 
farmer, a former Cowbridge Grammar 
school pupil, former captain of the young 
farmers, former Cardiff and District 
youth player, East Glamorgan, Bridgend, 
Llanwit, Crawshays player is a special 
player for his achievements in rugby. 

Llantwit Major is proud to provide a 
testament and acknowledgment to his 
achievements. Well done Brian, a truly 
magnificent local rugby man. I and many 
others echo those sentiments.

The Welsh gymnastic team took the Games by storm 
securing fifth place, behind England and Scotland, 
who sent world-class gymnasts, and London 2012 
medallists, Canada and Australia. 

The boys started the games on July 28 with their 
first three rotations competing against Australia and 
New Zealand where the team placed first overall. 
England, Scotland and Canada then completed their 
first three rotations and the Welsh team were in fourth 
with Australia very close behind. 

Once the remaining three rotations were completed 
from all 11 teams, Wales were placed in fifth overall, 
retaining their place from Delhi Commonwealth 
Games in 2010. 

Following the team competition, the boys competed 
in the individual all-around qualifications with brilliant 
success. Clinton, northern European medallist and 
second time Commonwealth gymnast, achieved an 
immense score of 82.298 placing him seventh overall, 


behind the likes of Olympians Max Whitlock, Dan 
Purvis and world champion medallist Daniel Keatings. 

Clinton’s score qualified him into the apparatus 
finals where he placed fifth on floor, sixth on rings and 
eighth on pommel horse. Teammate Iwan, Welsh 
Championships silver medallist, placed 13th overall 
with a brilliant score of 77.631. 

Following this remarkable achievement, there will 
be no rest for the boys as they continue their training 
with Welsh team first reserve, Joseph Rowland, in 
preparation for the 2018 Commonwealth Games in 
Gold Coast, Australia. We wish the boys every success 
in their training and future competitions. 

Of course, a special mention goes to Welsh national 
coach Pete Haysham who has dedicated so much time 
and effort into getting the boys where they are today. 
This wouldn’t have been possible without the 
commitment and contribution Pete has put in and we 
would like to thank and congratulate him for this 
success.
